THE ECONOMY OF HUGE 
OCEAN LINERS. 

Improved economy in the oversea trins- 
port of commeérce is being sought for now 
inthe greater size of cargo steawors, the 
fuel consumption of which doos not increase 
in the sane ratio as the carge capacity. 
This point is illustrated in the diagram pre- 
pared by Mr James M'Kechnie. the: engi-

Exceptions to tha abore rule nay be 
granted by the Geveruor in Council. 

No balcony shall, except with the 
sanction of the Governor in Council, here- 
after be permitted in any street, whother 
public or private, which measures Jess than 
25 feot in width. is 

(3.) No verandah shall, except with the 
sanction of the Governer in Council, here- 
after he permitted in any stroct, whether 
public or private, which measures less than 
5U fect in width. : 

(4.) No verandah shall, except with the 
sanction of the Governor in Council, here- 
after exceed three storeys in height, includ- 
ing a ground ‘floor and two upper floors,
